RARE PHENOMENON 


For the Third Time in History Ice j 
Checks Niagara’s Flow. 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., Feb. 15.—Only 
a tiny rivulet, not deep 
nor swift J 
enough to carry a pulp log over the* 
brink, is Cowing over the American 
side of Niagara Falls. A strong north­ 
east wind which has blown since Fri. 
day has held back the water and al­ 
lowed the ice to gain a foothold. 
A 
great wTail of ice runs from the head 
of Goat Island to the American main­ 
land, through which only tiny streams 
are able to trickle. Only the very apex 
of the Canadian fall is left, and that 
is robbed of half of its flow. 
Thc- 
gorge below is choked and the rapids 
have lost their fury, while the whirl­ 
pool is barely in motion. 
This is only the third time that this 
combination of wind and ice has thus 
affected the falls since the white man 
came here. The other occasions were 
on March 29, 1848, and March 22, 1903.

Roosevelt transmitted today to the tvro 
houses of congress a special message 
recommending legislation requested by 
the conference on the care of depend­ 
ent children held in Washiugton Jan. 
25 and 26. 
The aim of the friends of the depend­ 
ent children is the enactment of legis­ 
lation providing for their care. 
This 
aim is heartily indorsed by the presi­ 
dent. 
He is thoroughly in favor of 
bills pending in the senate and house 
of representatives providing such care 
for the dependent children in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and the territories, 
the only sections of the country for 
which congress may enact such laws. 
These bills will serve as examples for 
the rest of the country, It is hoped. 
Before the conference at its meeting 
in the White House on Jan. 25 and 
subsequently the president expressed 
the greatest interest in its work. The 
conference, which was composed of 
vrell known philanthropists and sociol­ 
ogists from all parts of the United 
States, assembled in Washington at 
his invitation, and its sessions were 
formally opened by him in a long ad­ 
dress. 
The president gave his opinion that 
there could be no more important sub­ 
ject, from the standpoint of the na 
tion, than the care of “the interests of 
those children whom cruel misfortune 
has handicapped at the very outset of 
their lives.” He referred to the orphan, 
the crippled child, the child worker 
and the child temporarily parted from 
Its parents by circumstances.

Aside from the appropriation bills 
the senate has its hands full, and it is 
probable that early attention will be 
given to the Canadian boundary water­ 
ways treaty and the Newfoundland 
treaty. 
There is still some hope oi 
disposing of the waterways agreement 
before the adjournment of the session. 
The Panama and Columbia treaties 
still remain to be acted upon, but the 
indications are that they may not be 
disposed of until after March 4. 
The 
nominations to which there are objec­ 
tions also will go over, with the result 
that the incoming president will have 
an opportunity to fill the places with 
men of his owm selection. 
The house gave some time today to 
the consideration of the bill giving 
separate statehood to New Mexico and 
Arizona. The indications are that the 
measure will be passed by that body.

Colonel Tu cker, who has been an in 
valid for years, is seeking retirement 
with the rank of colonel and the re 
tired pay of that rank. 
Mrs Logar 
and the colonel's wife declare his con 
du ct has been su ch that he is not en 
titled to honorable retirem ent, and 
they are seeking his su mmary dis 
missal from the army. 
Charges ot 
miscondu ct in the Phillipines made 
against Colonel Tu cker two years age 
by his female relatives were not su s­ 
tained by the army au thorities, and 
Colonel Tu cker retaliated with a su il 
for divorce. 
In October of last yeai 
Mrs. Tu cker had her hu sband arrested 
in Chicago on a charge of abandon 
ment, bu t the proceedings were drop 
ped.

That some of the senate Repu blicans 
are planning a saloon regu lation bill 
that wou ld regu late, with a high li­ 
cense featu re. 
The Repu blicans pro­ 
pose, it is said to keep the Proctor 
Tomlinson bill in the committee on 
morals u ntil the time is ripe for it to 
come ou t.

Providing for $ 1,000 license; re 
stricting saloons to one for each 1,000 
or 1,500 people; restoring anti-road­ 
hou se featu re; eliminating cou nty op­ 
tion repeal; providing for license re­ 
vocation for law violations.

tails of the last srggestion have net 
been agreed u pon. 
Some of the mem­ 
bers of the Repu blican majority in the 
senate, led by Senator Bowser, believe 
that the license shou ld be revoked 
and never issu ed to the man agalr 
for the first law violation. It has been 
su ggested, 
also 
that the 
provision 
shou ld refer to the location, so that 
some of the hotel bars of the state 
whe$ e the licensee might have charge 
of the bu siness, wou ld rea)ly obey the 
law. 


It is said that the two Democratic 
members who have felt the early 
sting of the gu bernatorial bee are Rep­ 
resentatives Maish of Clinton cou nty 
and Hill of Bartholomew. Maish, from 
his own point of view, has made a 
repu tation for being regu lar, bu t abou t 
85 per cent of the Democratic mem­ 
bers have a different idea.

du lged in some lengthy speeches du ring 
the debates over the Tomlinson-Proc- 
tor bill, in which be tried to convince 
the Democrats that they were u mier 
no obligations to repeal the cou nty lo­ 
cal option law. 
No Repu blican cou ld 
have been more vigorou s in behalf of 
cou nty local option than Maish, al­ 
thou gh the minority members, with 
few exceptions, felt u nder party obli­ 
gations to stand by the lav/ regardless 
of their personal beliefs. 
It is being 
whispered arou nd among the Demo­ 
cratic legislators that Maish is con­ 
fident that his party will be advocating 
radical tem perance legislation in the 
next campaign and that his attitu de 
will pu t him in line for leadership. 
There are su ggestions, also, that some 
of the “foxy” Anti-Saloon Leagu e lob­ 
byists, referred to so fervently by Rep­ 
resentative Babcock, former private 
secretary to Governor Hanly, as the 
“people’s lobby,” pu t Maish wise to 
the possibility of his becoming a real 
live one in the gu bernatorial race. 
It 
is pointed ou t that the anti-saloon 
leaders can make su ch su ggestions 
withou t fear of dire consequ ences, as 
fou r years mu st pass before another 
governor will be elected. 
Representa­ 
tive Hill’s chief claim to distinction, 
thu s far, is a u niqu e speech he made 
for his bill to abolish the office of state 
fish and game commissioner. 
A few 
minu tes after his speech Speaker Ho­ 
nan m et him and offered his congrat­ 
u lations. “Ju st keep u p you r lick and 
you ’ll be a leader when you come back 
two years hence,” said Honan. 
Still 
u nder the spell of his own eloqu ence, 
Hill retorted: 
“ Hu mph! When I ru a 
again for office it will be for govern­ 
or.” It was not necessary for Speaker 
Honan to commit himself on that m at­ 
ter. 
He is from Representative HilTs 
district an4 natu rally wou ld have to be 
for him. 


At this time the chances of the leg­ 
islatu re adopting the Indianapolis Mer­ 
chants’ association reform bills provid 
ing for a u niform system of accou nt­ 
ing in pu blic offices and state inspec­ 
tion of offices, are very slim. 
The 
proposition is new to many members, 
who don’t know what their constitu ­ 
ents want. 
The bill wou ld stand a 
"better chance if one party controlled 
the state politically. W ith the govern­ 
or’s office in possession of the Demo­ 
crats. the Repu blicans are u nwilling 
to give the opposition a chance to 
bu ild u p anything in the semblance of 
a "machine.” 
The Democrats refu se 
to acqu iesce in the Repu blican plan, so 
the bill will fail. 
Sentiment among 
the hou se and senate members is 
against the enactm ent of a pu blic 
u tilities law at this session, becau se 
there has been very little agitation in 
the state along that line. 


The labor committee has decided to 
make a divided report -on the B assett 
employers’ liability biH, one of the 
Democratic platform measu res. 
The 
m ajority of the comm ittee will report 
favoring the passage of the bill and 
the minority report for indefinite post­ 
ponement will be signed by Represen­ 
tatives Jay and Switzer, Repu blicans. 
Bassett's bill that a labor organization 
shall not be constru ed u nder the law 
as a tru st, also Representative Hay’s 
bill providing that contracts between 
employer and employe entered into 
prior to inju ry shall be binding u pon 
the employe, will be recommended for 
passage.

session. 
The 
stru ggle will be spectacu lar as well as 
bitter. 
The Anti-Saloon Leagu ers will play 
for delay, as they hope to vote a nu n* 
her of cou nties "dry” on Feb. 23. The 
su pporters of the repeal bills will in­
